Dear Mr Mustafa, 

Thank you very much for sending us your final report referring to the above project. I reviewed this 
report with interest. Though activities have been found globally satisfactory and recommendation has 
been made to our head office in Islamabad to release the final instalment, I must say that \ found this 
report a bit short in its presentation and limited only to general considerations over activities that 
have been undertaken at field leveL A bit more information from your side about your evaluation 
of \\it performance of each farmer and status of each nursery, problems that have been encountered, 
etc. would have been useful for us to better assess project achievements. 

From our last monitoring, weialso found that apple rootstocks procured by FAQ had been mixed in 
the course of planting. Your report does not mention this fact. It also does not mention whether 
action has been taken as recommended by our monitor to sort out this problem. As you know, these 
rootstocks have quite different -physiological characters in terms of vegetative vigour, and this issue 
is of paramount importance for rational management of newly planted orchards in the future, I would 
therefore appreciate your clarifications as whever action has been taken on this matter. 

I abo,«ajld^Jte to.m^ution that ,th^^^ our monitoring was made in presence of WAMY technical 
staff, inventory figures from your report are differing from those from our monitoring: T would 
C- appreciate if you could cross-clieck again and confirm which ones are the actual inventory figures. 

Thank ^^ou ver^- mMch again for your coUaborat'on.

Using resources allocated to the programme, FAG thus agrees to grant the Implementing Partner (LP.) physical 
inputs of high quality wheat seed and fertilizer totalling 5.5 MT wheat seed, 6 MT DAP fertilizer and 10 MT 
Urea fertilizer, together with transportation to die agreed project centre(s) or location(s), as specified in Annex 
to Agreement. 

The seed and fenilizer will be sold, in the project locations onIy» to farmers included in this project at prices 
not exceeding those shown below. These reflect die price agreed by ACBAR based on a 25% subsidized rate 
of average current market prices in Eastem/SouUi Western Afglianistan: 

DAP per 50 kg bag Pak* Rupees 300 or local equivalent in Afghanis 

UREA per 50 kg bag Pak. Rupees 218 or local equivalent in Afghanis 

UREA per 75 kg 1 1/2 bag Pak. Rupees 327 or local equivalent in Afghanis 

Improved wheat seed per 50 kg bag Pak. Rupees 263 or local equivalent in Afghanis 

Details of tlie conditions of sale are set out hi the Annex to die Agreement. 

Tlie above reflect ceiling prices based on a value quoted in Pakistani Rupees, but which may be calculated 
locally in Afghanis at the current local rate of exchange in the place and at tlie time* 

These prices have been generally agree but may be modified to a level below tliis ceiling if the local economic 
situation justifies tliis ^nd is agreed by all odier LPs working in Uie same province. 

The funds so obtained in the case of diis project are considered sufficient to cover all the LP - project costs 
including staff salaries, wages, administration, management and logistic costs. ^ .
